We're 
heard a lot about the common man from 
Henry Wallace. But Just who Is he? How 
many of him are there? Where do they live 
- ftndworkr How much money do they make? 
We're never lound out. 

We've had the same difficulty with the 
same questlona about the middle class. This 
term, unlike the term common man, Is not 
larsely one man's proi>erty. What It mtans 
depends on who uses It 

We've heard about "the great middle class" 
wtien the speaker obviously meant that tt was 
rthe slightly conservative backbone of the 
■naaon and of the private enterprise system. 
We've heard others use the term when they 
'were clearly thlnklns of tha middle class as 
a matter of statistical anonymity. 

Mr. Truman hasn't answered all the ques- 
tions about this segment of our society. But 
■t least he has put It In Its ecxtnomlc place. 
For where would the middle class belong ex- 
cept In the middle Income tax bracket?
